When you are at someone else’s 
residence, in the country, or in 
London for that matter, try and pay 
attention to what you are saying. 

Faux pas usually turn on the fact 
that guests have an insatiable 
appetite for the obvious.

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" arriet Walter glides into 
Brown’s Hotel. She’s far too 
understated to be starry, but 
-her elegant carriage, all neatly 
wrapped up in a smart red crossover jacket

****** As the wife of the ebullient if 
sybaritic William IV, Victoria’s predecessor 
played by Jim Broadbent, Adelaide is 
something of a benevolent godmother to the 
blossoming monarch. That her character is 
a force of serene wisdom is eminently 
reconcilable with the gentle woman before 
me, who is making her way intently through 
a pile of pistachio nuts. However, it is 
unusual, says Walter, that she should be 
offered a part with which she identifies so 
strongly. “It’s rare, because of course conflict 
makes for more interesting drama than 
amicable friendship. You tend to get these 
hard positions when you play older roles. I’ve 
never been typecast, but as you get older it 
changes, pardy because your looks crystalise a 
bit, and suddenly you’re seen as a type that 
you’re not at all like. I keep playing authority 
figures, and bitches. Everyone says: ‘What 
fun,’ and I always say ‘Yeah, but... it’s miles 
away from me,’ and I have to leap up to 
something. What I think is powerful in 
cinema is when you can be brutally yourself.” 

For Walter, identifying that self has been 
revelatory and cathartic. As a timid and 
self-confessedly diffident student at Lamda, 
she sought solace in transformation. But 
then, as she points out, not all actors are 
possessed of innate, look-at-me confidence. 

“I think somehow we seek - not being too 
therapeutic about it - to kind of repair that 
damage by being on stage or on camera. It’s 
almost as though in real life you don’t quite 
know where you are but when you act 
something out you become more you than 
you ever are,” she says, suddenly giggling as 
she recalls the moment she was shocked into 
realising that she is no longer so retiring as 
she once was. “If you don’t readjust your 
self-image you can get quite shocked. I 
remember, in my late thirties, referring to the 
fact that I’m quite backward in coming 
forward to a friend, and she said, ‘You? You 


never shut up!’ So I thought: ‘Oh, sorry, 
perhaps I’m out of that phase...” 

Nonetheless, she remains utterly and 
self-effacingly charming, if, at 58, now a 
more loquacious version of her younger self. 
Asked how she became involved in the film, 
her reflex is to confess that Julian Fellowes is 
her neighbour in Dorset, before correcting 
herself. “Well, I think I got the part on merit 
anyway. Actually writers don’t have much 
sway on the casting, but I think that he did 
have me floating in his mind for one of the 
parts. There’s this 
wonderful line where 
Victoria and Adelaide 
are comparing duties 
within their royal 
marriages, and she 
says: ‘You don’t know 
what I did.’ I loved 
that, because that 
speaks for all the parts 
I’ve ever played. You 
think: ‘I’ve got this 

great secret because I think I have this inner 
life, but I can’t get it out there because 
nobody’s asked me!”’ she laughs, that 
self-deprecating humour elbowing its way 
through again. 

It seems that Fellowes is as enamoured of 
her work as she of his; she also features in 
Twm Time To Time , another Fellowes 
screenplay now in post-production, although 
this time, he directed as well as penned the 
script (“a much sober affair - not nearly as 
much larking about!”). About the rest of the 
stellar cast, she is equally effusive. 

“I’ve worked with Emily (Blunt) before, 
she played my daughter in her first job, and I 
adore her, she can do no wrong. She’s a great 
actress, but also a fantastic, rounded person, 
the life and soul of the party. We think of 
Victoria as this stodgy thing but forget that 
Victorian is such a huge adjective - it covers 
many decades where 
fashions and 
thoughts change. 
There was 

something about the 
gigglyness of Emily 
- that’s part of her

real make-up, she’s very warm and 
mischievous, but absolutely sober when the 
job has to be done. And it bleeds into 
everybody. I’ve had it in the reverse. When 
you look across a crowded set, if there’s a 
weak link, it undermines your belief in the 
whole situation. So her being so completely 
believable as a young leader, and being a 
leader in the microcosm of the set, somehow 
added a whole new dimension.” As for the 
red-faced bellowing of Jim Broadbent, well, 
“it’s not about acting - just reacting.” 

As revelatory as the 
film’s upturning of our 
collective perception of 
Victoria - Widow of 
Windsor, is that the film 
was originally conceived 
by Sarah Ferguson. 

“So I gather,” nods 
Walter. “I met her on set 
and her daughter Beatrice 
had a small non-speaking 
part. It takes quite 
something to get that sort of thing to 
fruition, and you know, on our call sheet 
every day every day, you’d see that it’d 
been cc’d to producer Martin Scorsese 
and the Duchess of York. What an 
extraordinary combo!” 

Surrounded by royalty - both genuine 
and impersonated - it seems that stately 
majesty became an all-pervading theme. 
“You’re treated rather like royalty when 
you’re on a film. I speak by comparison to 
rocking up at the stage door, doing my own 
make-up and getting myself there on the 
tube, which I love, too. Because your frocks 
are so gorgeous, you really are a bit helpless 
and you really do become a bit like a 
Victorian lady. One shouldn’t do it for too 
long, but as a treat, it certainly does help. 

I remember one day I got frocked up, had no 
lines, no responsibility, stood on the edge of 
the ballroom and watched what looks like 
real life. I thought, what a privilege, I’m 
almost stepping into history.” 

It’s all a far cry from her youth, from 
which her abiding memories are of running 
freely around Kensington, where she lived 
until she was 20, hopping on and off buses 
and helping Scotty, her local milkman with 
his round. “He used to let me run up and 
deliver to the tall buildings. I’d say 
‘let me’, but I was doing him a 
favour! The Peter Pan monument, the 
dolls house section of Kensington 
Palace and the Serpentine were all the 
geographical landmarks of my 
childhood.” It was also during this time 
that she would first become gripped by 
the power of performance. “I was taken to 
the ballet more than the theatre, so all the 
red plush in my life was Covent Garden. I 
remember being 11 when I first saw Nureyev 
- it was a recognition of somebody using 
their entire body as an expressive instrument 
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in response to a story and music. And I’m 
very musical - it’s often the music in 
Shakespeare’s language that gets me into it, 
so there was something about his entire body 
as an expression of the music and the drama 
that I was enthralled by It wasn’t about 
whether he did perfect plies. I was interested 
in his energy and spirit and musicality, and of 
course, the story of his life is so absolutely 
romantic. I still can’t be rational about him.” 

As she got older, she would escape to the 
“now lurid” Odeon, and like all the swinging 
young lovelies, hung out at Biba, and even 
used to perform with Lamda at the bombed 
ruin that was Holland House. 

Walter seems singularly in touch with her 
childhood and its freedoms. I wonder 
whether she has children of her own? 

‘No. I love my nieces and nephews but 
I never had the confidence to be the 
all-juggling mother. I’m just too childish. 

I never married either, but I did have a 
wonderful man in my life who died a couple 
of years ago, so I call myself a widow even 
though I wasn’t officially married.” 

While she says that she’s cognisant of 
having missed out on something, she also 
knows that her lack of strings has enabled her 
absorbing life. Next week, for example, she 
will go into her local school as a veteran 


member of the RSC for the Stand Up To 
Shakespeare initiative (“Academics have 
puzzled over it for centuries, but you get up 
and do it, and you think: ‘But I know what 
this means! I know what this scene is about’ 

- you’re connected directly to Shakespeare’s 
mind.”). Fear of Shakespeare, along with the 
issue of roles for women in theatre and film, 
worry her greatly; she argues eloquently that 
the projected trajectory for young actresses is 
not encouraging - “Hollywood gives lots of 
parts to men and one part to one gorgeous 
girl. I am lucky that mine was the last 
generation where one became a star acting 
Shakespeare on the stage. Who will be 
playing Cleopatra in 20 years time?” Though 
she adds: “It would be churlish of me to 
complain - I do get lots of roles.” Indeed. In 
a couple of weeks she jets across the Atlantic 
to play Elizabeth I on Broadway under the 
direction of the insanely popular Mamma 
Mia’s Philida Lloyd. Then of course there is 
the other Julian Fellowes movie later this 
year. But for now, we wrap up just in time for 
Walter to dash off to Bafta for a screening of 
a film she made with Julie Walters. Well, 
perhaps there is just a little something of the 
starry about her after all.

D espite stiff competition from London, New York and

STAY AT... 

Paris is a playground of luxury so if you’re just here for a few days then 
treat yourself to a suite in one of the best hotels in the city. On the 
chic rue du Faubourg Saint-Honore, Le Bristol is a ‘grand hotel’ that 
manages to be discreet, elegant and also cosy; in the most lavish sense 
of the word.

Paris also plays host to the third European Independent Film 
Festival (ecufilmfestival.com) this month (13-16 March), which is fast 
becoming Europe’s version of Sundance. Mingle with independent 
filmmakers, scriptwriters, actors, producers, film students and directors 
at the screenings and informal workshops, which are all free.

Alternatively if you’re staying at Le Bristol be sure to make the 
most of its unique pool (lebristolparis.com). Designed by the world- 
renowned architect Mr Pinnau, who created yachts belonging to the 
Onassis and Niarchos dynasties, the pool is certainly one of a kind. 
Built entirely out of teak wood, it gives the illusions of swimming 
on a yacht. Plus there are stunning views of the Eiffel Tower and the 
Sacre Coeur basilica from the adjoining terrace. 


SHOP AT... 

Paris is perfect for one-off vintage finds and beautiful art deco pieces. 
Hidden in the Jewish quarter of Marais is a plethora of quirky 
boutiques and vintage stores. Free’p’Staris a tiny store owned by a 
French couple; barter them down from already reasonable prices. 

If it’s a weekend and still quite early, (before 11am. In Paris the 
markets don’t really start until 9am) then hotfoot it to the celebrated 
antique market, Les Puces de Paris St.Ouen, at the Porte de 
Clignancourt. After browsing through the quirky street vendors’ stores 
make your way to the Serpette, a huge, half-enclosed complex within 
the market. The Serpette’s 130 vendors sell the sort of pieces - 
gleaming 19th-century chandeliers, burnished Art Deco armoires - 
that are hard to resist, even during the current economic climate.

The food mixes traditional 
with avant-garde; with a focus on complimentary tastes and textures 
while the decor is classically luxurious with soft lighting, chandeliers 
and historic paintings in what was a former 18th century ballroom. 

The fashion set are currently crazy about cool chef 
Inaki Aizpitarte’s haute cuisine at Le Chateaubriand (129 ave 
Parmentier, +33 14357 4595). It’s affordable, delicious French 
cuisine with a fusion twist. Also

Wander boys 

Have you ever yearned to turn your exotic travels into a successful business? 

Mark MacKenzie meets two friends who left the City to do just that 


C onventional City careers were never 
going to keep Paul Irvine and 
Henry Madden satisfied for long. 
Having met at Gordonstoun school 
in the late Nineties, the two friends went on 
to the sort of jobs one might expect for 
alumni of that institution; Irvine became a 
private equity headhunter, while Madden 
plied his trade as an investment banker. 
Having worked in their respective professions 
for just five years, they became, according to 
Irvine, “two crashing bores who went to 
dinner parties saying how 
much we wanted to get 
out of the City”. 

Such wanderlust was 
nothing new. In the summer 
of 1994, between their first 
and second years at 
university, Irvine and 
Madden took an extended 
driving holiday across 
Europe: 10,000 miles; 20 countries; three 
months; one Volkswagen Golf. But City 
salaries eventually meant they became 
accustomed to travelling in rather more 
comfort; to the Far East for the weekend, 
or a far-flung Grand Prix. Just when it 
seemed they were destined for long careers in 
the Square Mile, in April 2003 fate 
intervened. Irvine and Madden were just days 
away from a flight to Shanghai, where they 
planned to set up a financial services business, 
when the SARS virus hit Hong Kong and 
they unexpectedly found themselves with 
some time off. They headed for Brazil where, 


in Irvine’s words, “we really cruised around, 
hiring speedboats and helicopters to get to 
some amazing places, some real hidden gems. 

“One evening towards the end of the 
trip,” he recalls, “we were standing on 
Ipanema beach, caipirhinias in hand, and 
found ourselves wondering why more of our 
friends hadn’t been to the places we had 
recently discovered. More importantly, we 
wondered what the hell were we trying to get 
to Shanghai for? ” By the following September, 
they had relocated to Brazil permanendy. 

The result was 
Dehouche, a bespoke 
luxury travel company that 
helps clients get under the 
skin of South America, 
transporting them to some 
of the most desirable 
locations on the continent, 
in both luxury and style. 

I meet Irvine, 34, in 
Kensington, during a recent whistle-stop visit 
to the UK (he and Madden have eschewed a 
smart London office in favour of a smart 
Brazilian one, in the rarefied Rio suburb of 
Leblon) and he explains the company ethos. 
“The concept is a simple one,” he says. 
“When you’re young, you have the time to 
spend an entire summer backpacking to find 
that idyllic beach where they serve perfect 
lobster. When you become a lawyer or a 
banker, you haven’t got three months to find 
these places so we take you there in 10 
minutes, albeit by speedboat or helicopter.” 

It’s a philosophy that kicks in the moment 


their clients arrive in Rio. From penthouse 
suites in the most exclusive parts of the city, 
guests then head out on itineraries that are as 
unique as they are bespoke. In Kilombo, for 
example, the company’s high-tech villas 
overlook some of the finest beaches in all 
Brazil, with Dehouche’s private speedboat on 
hand to whisk guests out to watch dolphins. 
Irvine and Madden were also among the first 
champions of Trancoso, a hidden paradise in 
the state of Bahia and the regular haunt of 
Hollywood A-listers. 

The Dehouche secret, Irvine insists, is to 
ensure that for all the pampering, the travel 
experience is as authentic as possible and that 
clients still get the chance to interact with local 
people. From their Leblon base, the pair now 
oversee a network of destinations extending 
far beyond Brazil. In Chile, guests can go 
heli-skiing in Portillo, home to some of the 
best powder in the Andes. And if natural 
highs are your thing, they also know of a 
boutique hotel on the outer limits of the 
Atacama Desert. 

“People tend to be reassured by the fact 
that we’ve been everywhere,” says Irvine, 
“personally testing and re-testing every aspect 
of every itinerary. Our clients are people who 
want to capture the authentic flavour of the 
places they visit. Mind you,” he adds, “if they 
want to drink French champagne every night, 
we can organise that, too.”

VIEW: The Haouz plains, Morocco 
THE HOTEL: Described as being ‘made of 
mud and imagination’ and voted best small 
hotel in the world in 2007 by GQ; we’re 
obviously not the first to have fallen for this 
little gem’s charms, but boy, did we fall hard. 

Tigmi is not for those in search of pristine 
perfection, but search for soul and you will find 
it in abundance. The 19th-century, boutique, 
21-roomed hotel will leave its mark on you; 
its elevated vantage point, in the berber hamlet 
of Douar Tagadert, 24km outside Marrakech, 
will keep your mind arrested throughout your 
stay (we lost hours simply staring at the view), 
whilst letting your bodily self slip into a state 
of total repose. With two 
pools, countless gardens, 
roof terraces and 
courtyards, there is 
an abundance of quiet 
corners for contemplation, 
a good book or an 
afternoon snooze. The 
simple organic tones of 
the mud walls are brought to life by the 
tapestries and soft furnishings created by 
the in-house weaver. 

THE ROOM: Standard and deluxe rooms, 
suites and even a private three-bedroom riad 
are available to let. Tigmi has cleverly balanced 
an authentic sense of Morocco whilst still 
delivering luxury - the beds are divine, there 
are ample fluffy towels, air conditioning and 


creature comforts, but they have done away 
with the typical hotel room clutter: not only 
are they not missed, but the pared-down ethos 
is rather catching as we remember our abilities 
to read and converse. 

THE SPA: Renovated and reopened this 
month, the spa at Tigmi is an authentic North 
African hammam. Enter through a swath 
of drapes into the hushed, tranquil haven 
scattered with day beds, colourful cushions and 
open fires. The spa manager, Karima, may not 
have the slick, honed skills of her Western 
counterparts, but the treatments she offers 
are intuitive and seriously good. Using local 
Moroccan skincare products containing 
indigenous herbs, fruits and oils, Karima got to 
work in an almost 
maternal fashion; first 
preparing our skin with 
black soft soap, then 
with real gusto, 
sloughing away a good 
couple of layers with a 
traditional Moroccan 
mitt. Finished off with a 
lavender oil massage, we emerged into the 
daylight unable to do much other than nod off 
in the shade of an orange tree. 

THE VIEW: From the pool gaze over the 
immediate vista of shepherds, animals and rural 
daily life to the distant city of Marrakech. The 
picture postcard shot, however, is from the rear 
of the hotel of the plains, rolling uninterrupted, 
until they reach the High Atlas Mountains.

THE FOOD: Although the hotel has recently 
launched a B&B tariff, I would stick with the 
reasonable half-board rate as dinner is fantastic. 
A simple, rustic feast of authentic Moroccan 
dishes - we sampled traditional fish parcels 
(pastilla) and the daily changing tagine. 

THE SERVICE: Second to none. There are 
no set dining times here. If the weather is 
good, breakfast is packed up and moved onto 
the roof terrace to make the most of it. The 
place is rambling, so finding a member of staff 
is sometimes a game of cat and mouse, but 
when you do your every whim is catered for. 
THE MEMORIES: Nursing a G&T wrapped 
up by an open fire, star-gazing with great 
company is one of those perfect memories. 
THE DETAILS: Tigmi is offering four nights 
for the price of three until 31 May, with 20 per 
cent discount on spa treatments until further 
notice. Deluxe rooms start from £140 per 
night on a half-board basis 
during the low season

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deep in the soothing waters, gaze over the 
manicured gardens to the lake and mountains 
beyond, the sense of peace is incredible. The 
separate male/female sauna and steam room 
were a shame when visiting on a romantic 
break, but we rendez-vous’d in the relaxation 
room and did just that. My three-hour Royal 
Taoist Ritual was a unashamedly indulgent 
morning of acupressure massage, 
chi-alignment, foot treatment and a thorough 
facial. At the end my therapist taught me 
some auto-massage techniques to prolong the 
effects at home, I was tempted to kidnap her 
and take her with me instead. 

THE VIEW: Best appreciated from the 
fourth-floor private balcony of our corner 
suite. On our first morning, bleary eyed, we 
stepped out and grinned inanely at each other 
and the view that spread before us of the icy, 
silver water with the looming Alps in the 
background. The air smelt so pure our grey, 
London lungs didn’t know how to cope, 
while the vast open skies and greenness of the 
lakeside left us feeling healthier just for being 
part of it, no wonder the Olympic Committee 
live next door. 

THE FOOD: We narrowly missed out on the 
opening of the Palace’s latest restaurant, 
headed by French chef, Anne-Sophie Pic. The 
only French woman to have been awarded the 
Michelin Guide’s three stars - another nod 
towards the bar the Beau Rivage sets itself. We 
didn’t miss out however, with dinner in le Cafe 
Beau Rivage, a luxe bistro offering excellent

THE HOTEL: A proper Euro palace, the 
hotel built in 1861, has welcomed guests 
including Victor Hugo, Charlie Chaplin and 
Coco Chanel, whose dog is buried in the 
cemetery here, (lucky mutt). The glamour of 
this place oozes through the walls. As does 
the history, the treaty of Lausanne was signed 
in the Salle Sandoz, the hotel’s 600-seater 
ballroom (above) in 1912. Long corridors, 
polished marble, antique mirrors and the 
grand, echoey lobby add to the regal 
splendour of this place. 

THE ROOM: We lost each other in our 
junior suite, the bathroom alone was the size 
of many standard hotel rooms, not to mention 
the two dressing rooms and double balcony.

U Are they scary?” That was the first 

thing I asked those in the know before 
meeting Clare Rous and Kara Hand. 
The reputation of this fashion duo 
preceded them; everyone seemed to be raving 
about their member’s boutique, Rous Hand. 

I had seen their pictures splashed across 
numerous glossies and from their polished look 
assumed they would be business-like, high 
fashion and terrifying. 

I couldn’t have been more wrong. Meeting 
them at their new Mayfair showroom I was 
immediately impressed with how down-to- 
earth they are. Rous greets me at the door of 
their terraced house on 
Clarges Street and leads me 
into the showroom, a treasure 
trove for the sartorially 
avaricious. Rous (as in 
‘house’) and Hand 
(pronounced ‘island’) are 
welcoming, and we are soon 
talking frocks. 

During their time as Clifford Chance 
lawyers, the sterility of corporate life led Rous, 
29, and Hand, 30, to hatch a plan to go in to 
business together. They saw a gap in the 
market for a members-only fashion boutique. 
“The idea came from a combination of really 
loving fashion and our own needs,” explains 
Hand. Like many high-powered women they 
were bored of last-minute dashes to the shops, 
so a members boutique that met the needs of 
a time-poor clientele was their dream solution. 
They opened in May 2007, with a showroom 
in Holland Park but relocated to their Mayfair 
location last year. 

Reluctant to operate as an online fashion 


store in the mould of My Wardrobe or 
Net-a-Porter they wanted a more personal 
touch. So while anyone can buy clothes from 
their website, only members get access to the 
boutique’s face-to-face styling service. 

“We know all our clients,” says Rous, “that’s 
the most important thing”. They even go on 
buying trips with specific customers in mind. 
Membership of the service is free and to join 
you simply visit the showroom for an initial 
consultation. “Basically,” says Rous, “we look 
at what holes in your wardrobe you need to 
plug”. Then the client is unleashed in the Rous 
Hand showroom with both girls in attendance. 

While they admit they draw 
comparisons with Trinny and 
Susannah, “we don’t make 
people weep,” laughs Rous. 

Age is no bar on 
membership although their 
core market tends to be 
women in their late thirties. 
“You can have the most confident woman,’ 
explains Rous, “who’s in charge of a law 
firm but is frightened of fashion”. Get that 
first piece right, says Hand, and even 
nervous women relax and open up to 
new ideas. 

Rous and Hand charge about the room 
grabbing one gorgeous item after another 
with infectious enthusiasm. They reel off 
designer names: Jasuma, Nocturne, Noir, 
Rebecca Taylor...

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THE REINVENTION OF IVY BROWN 
by Roberta Taylor, Atlantic Books, £14.99 
It’s 1963 and London is experiencing one of 
the coldest winters it can remember. Ivy 
Brown sits in her typists’ pool at the Wiseman 
Pulverising Company, shivering at the 
thought of the cold outside, but much more 
at the prospect of turning 30. Her new 
Beaver Lamb coat and two men called Arthur 
and Brian, are the only warm spots in her life, 
except that both men offer her their affection 
at a price. Brian’s job is to provide a form of 
grappled instant satisfaction; Arthur’s role is 
more complex. Criss-crossing London in 
pursuit of the real story behind Arthur’s 
carefully constructed facade, Ivy finds herself 
at the Tate Gallery, where she encounters the 
outrageous Pandora and tumbles headlong 
into her decadent, sapphic west London 
world. Written with a tangible feel for the 
rigid conventions and class divisions of the 
times, Roberta Taylor writes with the veracity 
of a Londoner born and bred, with the 
additional insight her part as Irene Raymond 
in EastEnders has offered her. 

FOR ALL THE TEA IN CHINA: Espionage 
Empire and the Secret Formula for the 
World’s Favourite Drink by Sarah Rose, 
Hutchinson, £18.99 
In 1845 Robert Fortune lay dying on 
a Chinese junk in Fuzhou, a situation made 
more critical by the imminent arrival of 
a group of pirates. Rousing himself, he 
adopted the subterfuge of dressing all the 
Chinese crew members as British soldiers and 
standing on deck to ward off the intruders - 
a strategy that worked. He subsequently 
turned his adventure and the story of his 
discovery of Chinese plants beloved of 
Victorian England into a bestselling book. 
This brought him to the attention of the East 
India Company, who conceived the idea of 
sending him to China to steal both the 


ancient methods of tea-growing and the 
plants themselves to break the tea cartel that 
had the country locking up their expensive 
tea in chests. This he managed with great 
success, whilst putting himself in great 
personal danger - it was effectively industrial 
(or at least horticultural) espionage. But it 
certainly broke the tea cartel and brought 
tea-drinking, for both the rich and the poor, 
to its central place in British life today. 

ECLIPSE: The Story of the Rogue, the 
Madam and the Horse that Changed History 
by Nicholas Clee, Bantam Press, £20 
Eclipse is arguably the most important 
racehorse of all time. He won practically 
every race he was ever entered for, sired 
344 sons and daughters who were also 
winners, and his bloodline continues to this 
day. Bred in the eighteenth century by the 
Duke of Clarence’s stable, Eclipse got off to 
a suitably royal start in life, so how is it that 
he became the property of an Irish ne’r-do- 
well called Dennis ‘Count’ O’Kelly, whose 
major talents were guile, a skill at betting and, 
clearly, a perfect eye for livestock. Investing 
his considerable winnings in buying half a leg 
to start with, he was repaid in spades, which 
allowed him to fraternise with the great and 
the good of the aristocracy and even the 
Prince Regent. When Eclipse finally died, 
he was found to have a massive 141b heart 
that literally allowed him to ‘run the 
distance’. O’Kelly, too, kept going, never fully 
accepted, but rich enough to buy the Duke 
of Chandos’s house, Cannons, now home 
to North London Collegiate School. 

SADOMASOCHISM FOR 
ACCOUNTANTS by Rosy Barnes, 

Marion Boyars Publishers, £8.99 
Paula is 38 years old and in love with Alan, 
who is an accountant. The temerity of Alan 
going off with a younger model called 


Belinda takes some beating, especially since 
Paula is not nearly as dull as she looks and 
Alan, well, is. Paula’s solution is not what 
you’d call conventional. When a surprise 
naked appearance at Alan and Belinda’s flat 
doesn’t work, she enrols in the local 
sadomasochism club, Liscious (just think Max 
Mosley). It soon becomes clear to Paula that 
the lessons that can be learned there are not 
only of the sexual kind. Alan, meanwhile, is 
beginning to understand quite how high 
maintenance it is to look as good as Belinda, 
and the price he might have to pay - a nip 
and a tuck, for example - might not produce 
the sexual frisson he’d had in mind. This has 
to be the most unlikely romantic comedy 
ever, but does that have to be a bad thing? 

YOU ARE HERE by Christopher Potter, 
Hutchinson, £20 

I expect you can remember writing your 
address on your schoolbooks as ‘The World, 
The Solar System, The Galaxy’, bristling with 
pride at a scientific knowledge beyond your 
years. I expect you can also remember staring 
up at the sky at night wondering what’s out 
there and what our place in it all is. That, for 
most of us, is as far as we get, apart from a 
half-hearted attempt to read Stephen 
Hawking’s Brief History of Time. Now is the 
time to make amends, by reading Christopher 
Potter’s immensely enjoyable, accessible and 
enlightening explanation of 13.7 b illi on years 
of history, in which he makes some sense of 
how simple matter became human and how 
the very planets themselves evolved. We may 
never know with absolute certainty what we 
are and why we are here, but one thing’s for 
sure: you’ll feel a whole lot cleverer once 
you’ve read this entertaining and informed 
labour of love from a man who draws on his 
wealth of literary and intellectual experience 
to illuminate a lifelong interest in trying to 
understand where nature and science collide.

THE HISTORY: After undergoing some extensive refurbishment, 

The Crown opened its doors again at the end of 2003. This privately 
owned village inn has been transformed into a boutique hotel with 
11 individually designed and furnished rooms. The village of Stoke 
by Nayland is petite and picturesque, built on a hill above the Stour 
and Box river valleys, on the Suffolk/Essex border. St Mary’s Church 
is a local landmark with a 120-foot tower that can be seen for miles 
around and Constable immortalised the surrounding countryside in his 
painting, Dedham Vale. The location is now an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. 

THE GUESTS: The restaurant attracts locals from the area and the 
hotel, guests from London. Couples escaping for a very peaceful 
weekend that is not too far from the bustling capital and family groups 
for some fine, local dining. 

THE ROOM: The room is a warming mix of greens, whites and 
creams, with a stunning wrought-iron bed and views overlooking the 
adjacent fields. The wallpaper is a repeated motif of birds in ornate 
cages, which gives the room an antique, familial feel. The bathroom is 
ample in size with a huge shower head over the bathtub and 
complimentary tea, coffee, mineral water and some delicious biscuits 
are a welcome touch. 

THE RESTAURANT: The hotel has a large gastropub attached and 
is a mixture of modern gastro and country pub decor. What makes it a 
refreshing break from the norm is the furniture - armchairs, wicker 
chairs, leather chairs alongside low tables, round tables, oblong tables - 
nothing is too regimented. The number of people eating on a Saturday 
night must be testament to the fantastic kitchen and a menu that 
delivers nothing less than spectacular fare. Baby squid stuffed with 
chorizo, prawn and rocket is an innovative starter, with taste buds 
going into overdrive and the soup of creamed sweet potato and chilli is 
just the ticket on a cold day. The char-grilled rump steak was tender 
and delicious and came with chips cooked in duck fat and garlic and 
foie gras mayonnaise. Likewise with the grilled salmon on a bed of 
mustard greens - the fish is positively creamy in texture and a good 
five inches thick. The extensive wine list is impressive and very 
reasonably priced, with recommendations made to complement each 
dish on the menu. 

THE UPSIDE: The food. Bar none, this is the best part of an entire 
stay. And knowing that it is all sourced from local farmers and 
traditional breeds of meat, such as free-range Gloucester Old Spot 
Pork from the extensive woodlands of Marks Hall Estate and lamb 
from the Colne Valley, makes it even more appealing. A constandy 
changing fish specials menu is possible since their location is so close to 
the east coast, fresh fish arrives daily from the fishing boats of the 
Blackwater Estuary in Mersea. 

THE DOWNSIDE: The restaurant is so busy that staff can be a little 
inattentive upon first arrival. There is no real designated spot to 
announce your reservation and with so many people at the bar and 
in the restaurant you could get a little overlooked. 

THE EXTRAS: Breakfast is included with every reservation which is 
great - so no matter if you just have local field mushrooms and grilled 
tomatoes on toast or a full English plate of fuel to keep you going, it 
is all the same. 

THE DETAILS: Standard rooms from £70 up to £185 for an 
executive double per night.

A n avid cheese lover, Brillat-Savarin (French politician and 

renowned gastronome) once remarked, “A dessert without 
cheese is like a beautiful woman with only one eye”. I love 
cheese and whilst I admit that for many years our continental 
cousins were recognised to be the big cheeses of concentrated milk 
production, British cheese production and consumption is booming like 
never before. With somewhere between 700 and 900 different cheeses 
being produced in the UK this year (compared to some 290 in 1994) and 
around 640,000 tonnes of cheese being consumed each year, Britain is 
one to watch. Indeed at the World Cheese Awards in 2008, British 
cheeses claimed hundreds of awards, including some 30 Gold Medals. 

Cheddar still remains Britain’s favourite with 55 per cent of the 
market share but given the exciting array of other weird and wonderful 
cheeses around I have dutifully put together a Top Ten list, all of which 
have also picked up Gold medals at the World Cheese Awards:

This modern French boulangerie cum cafe 
bistro has long been a welcome haven for 
shoppers in SW3, with the heady scent of their 
homemade pastries and authentic breads 
(nine different recipes are baked daily, 
including our favourites Meule Raisin and the 
crusty Pooliche) drawing you in from 
Brompton Cross. 

The long rustic tables with muted country 
tones and scrubbed white wood furnishings 
are thoroughly ‘Modern French’ in style, and 
perfectly compliment the simple, seasonal 
cuisine. Our marinated salmon tartar with 
crunchy fennel salad and granny smith and 
tomato dressing was a genuine delight - the 
delicate, iridescent cubes of salmon were 
brought to life with the crunchy sweetness of 
the apple; whilst the shellfish bisque with 
rouille and garlic croutons, was a steaming 
bowl of authentic potage that, quite literally, 
warmed the cockles. 

After a bun fight over the delicious bread 
basket, our mains arrived. Roasted monkfish 
with a fine leek tart and saffron sauce, and lamb 
cutlets with sauteed baby new potatoes, 
shallots, roast tomatoes and garlic cream. The 
monkfish had suffered from a rather tardi exit 
from the oven and was slightly dry, yet the fine 
leek tart (the French do pastry so well) was 
utterly delicious and I could have eaten ten. 

As I savoured every mouthful, across the table 
the lamb cutlets were being eagerly consumed, 
with the juices swiftly mopped up with the 
golden potatoes and a slick of garlic cream. 

Replete and rosy cheeked we declined 
dessert, but as we passed the counter on the 
way to the door, weakened by the sweet 
smell, we had two of Aubaine’s tarte au citron 
boxed up to take home, Aubaine might be 
French for ‘God send’, but these pastry delights 
were sinfully good. - LW

Caviar aside, Russia isn’t exactly renowned 
for its food, so when we heard that Mayfair’s 
latest New York-style steakhouse was the first 
UK branch of a Moscow-based chain we 
didn’t exactly rush over to Maddox Street to 
try it. We already had a local favourite in 
Gaucho Piccadilly (020 7734 4040) and 
didn’t think its super-tender Argentinean 
steaks could be bettered by anyone - least of 
all a Russian restaurant. 

But people started telling us otherwise: 
one foodie friend even went as far as 
proclaiming Goodman’s steaks “the best 
she’d ever had”. We booked a table the next 
day. Could we really be in for the steaks of 
our lives? Well, yes. 

Painstakingly sourced, dry-aged, and 
cooked on a specially imported charcoal-fired 
grill, the beef served at Goodman is quite 
simply spectacular. The menu lists a choice of 
American or Australian grain-fed beef, which, 
no matter if you opt for rib-eye, New York 
strip or fillet mignon, is priced at £25 per 
steak (though the cheaper cuts are more 
generously proportioned). The purpose of 
this is for customers to order by taste 
preference rather than price and, hence, 
everyone gets a detailed tour of the meat 
board before making their mind up. We went 
for two beautifully marbled rib-eyes - one 
from each breed of beef - and both proved 
absolutely spot-on: crisp, smokey crusts 
giving way to butter-soft pink meat. 

So will we be crossing Gaucho out of our 
address books? Certainly not. While we’ll 
come back to Goodman for the steak, it 
offers little excitement besides. Granted, its 
chips are good but lackluster starters aren’t 
a patch on Gaucho’s zingy ceviches and the 
dining room lacks the lively ambience of its 
rival. Who said you could have it all?

The Rex Whistler Restaurant at Tate Britain is 
one of London’s great hidden gems. Tucked 
away in the basement of a gallery, it doesn’t 
exactly encourage passing trade, but it still 
packs a full house most lunchtimes. Why? We 
can think of two reasons. 

First and foremost, it’s reliable. This place 
has been going for years and earned a 
well-deserved reputation for consistent 
cooking, professional service and excellent 
wines (its impressive cellar is particularly strong 
on half-bottles, perfect for matching with the 
food - and there’s not just one but two great 
sommeliers on hand to help you do just that). 
Secondly, it offers really good value. 

Traditional afternoon tea is just £6.95 per 
person and the a la carte menu caps starters 
and mains at £7.75 and £15.55 - about the 
same prices charged by your average Chelsea 
gastropub. Dinner isn’t usually available but 
head chef Richard Oxley does put together 
a five-course tasting menu for each ‘Late at 
Tate’ session (held on the first Friday of every 
month), when an all-inclusive price of £60 
a head also includes specially selected wines, 
water and service, with late viewing of the 
galleries available between 6-10pm. 

We recently tried the early-bird lunch offer 
(£19.95 for three courses before 12.30pm) and 
were very impressed. A frosty welcome did put us 
off on arrival but you can’t help but fall in love 
with the mural-clad dining room and the service 
soon warmed up. The modern British kitchen 
didn’t miss a beat, dishing up home-cured 
gravadlax with a caper and shallot salad ahead of 
moist chicken breast on Jerusalem artichoke 
mash with bourguignonne sauce, and a smooth 
vanilla pannacotta to finish - all artfully 
presented, of course.

HOW DID YOU FEEL ON YOUR 
FIRST DAY AT BOARDING SCHOOL? 

Terrified. My parents packed me off with my 
teddy bear, Patrick, but I was put in a 
dormitory with lots of little so and so’s who 
thought cuddly toys were for girls. Within 
three days I had wrapped him up and sent 
him home in a parcel and didn’t see him 
again until the school holidays. I soon learnt 
life wasn’t about being cuddled by mummy 
and daddy. I had to grow up quickly. 

WHAT IS YOUR MOST VIVID 
MEMORY FROM SCHOOL? 

Each morning, whatever the weather, we 
went down to the plunge in the cellar. 

There was no central heating and the water 
was freezing. We had to line up one behind 
the other and wait for the teacher to shout: 
“right Snow. Your turn”, before we jumped 
in. Once we had swum to the other end and 
back we dried off and went up to breakfast. 
Boarding made a man out of me! 

WHAT DID YOU ENJOY MOST 
ABOUT SCHOOL? 

I was an activities person. I loved the stamp 
collecting club and the Combined Cadet 
Force. I was also the drum major of the 
school band, walking at the front instructing 
everyone when to start and stop playing. 

The excitement of leading the band across 


the drills ground was really something. 

The tragedy of today’s education is that 
there isn’t always time for extra-curricular 
activities. That’s what I loved about 
boarding; when we finished our homework 
we would go to our club meeting, not sit in 
front of the box as I suspect many children 
do these days. 

DID YOUR OWN EXPERIENCES 
OF SCHOOL INFLUENCE THE 
DECISIONS YOU MADE FOR YOUR 
CHILDREN’S EDUCATION? 

My wife and I both took the view that we 
would send our children to schools with the 
very best education, and would pay if we 
had to. They went to a local primary school 
but we paid for their secondary education at 
Putney High and St Paul’s. I think it is 
grossly unfair that very few families can 
afford to pay but I have no shame in 
sending my children to private school. 

I wanted the very best for them. 

WHAT WAS YOUR FAVOURITE 
SUBJECT AT SCHOOL? 

From an early age, I discovered my love for 
classical literature and ancient history. I’ve 
always been fascinated by such as 
extraordinary era that still influences 
today’s society. I didn’t bother with German 
or French class - I was hopeless at both. 


DID YOU ALWAYS WANT TO 
BE A JOURNALIST? 

No. I wanted to be an engine driver until 
I was 15. Then my passion for drama took 
over and I wanted to be an actor, but at over 
six foot tall I realised it was a ridiculous 
dream and would end up in parts like Bottom 
from Shakespeare’s, A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream. So I moved on to directing theatre. 

WHY DIDN’T YOU BECOME 
A DIRECTOR? 

After university I contacted the BBC for a 
job, but they turned me down, so I called 
ITN. At that stage I would have done 
anything to get into television. 

Unsurprisingly I didn’t get the director’s job, 
but was offered a sub-editor position, writing 
the news, and I took it. Within a week 
I realised I would be insane to give 
up this job to make it as a director. 

DID YOUR SCHOOLING HELP 
YOU IN YOUR CAREER? 

School was challenging. I never knew what to 
expect next, but that made good training for 
life. As a journalist, I never knew what was 
round the corner, my career was far from 
straightforward.

SOME MORE? 


Food Journalist Sudi Piggott meets Jamie Oliver to discuss school dinners, 
family values and his new London venture 


I amie Oliver, who has done more than 
anyone to put the agenda of changing 
and improving school dinners on the 
table, has a surprising confession to 
He can’t really remember what he ate 
for school dinners when he was at Clavering 
Primary Village School and subsequently 
Newport Free School in Essex. He thinks he 
had sandwiches quite a lot. What he does 
recall is that: “I used to make loads of 
sandwiches and sell them on to me mates.” 

Clearly, his entrepreneurial streak surfaced 
at an early age. He admits “I wasn’t the 
brightest kid at school, but I did enjoy it. 

I had good mates there - still have good 
mates that I’ve kept from school. But I was 
in the special needs group for most lessons 
because of my dyslexia. The only thing 
I really enjoyed in terms of lessons was 
woodwork. If I could have my time at 
school all over again, I’d have made sure the 
teachers knew about my dyslexia earlier, but 
to be honest, I was always confident and 


I’ve done alright, so I can’t complain.” 
Jamie’s confident that if he hadn’t got into 
the food business, he’d have made a living 
out of carpentry. He didn’t really have 
home economic lessons at school. They’d 
pretty much been phased out of state 
schools by the late 1970s. But from the age 
of eight, “when I had my first chef’s knife”, 
he began helping out at his parent’s pub 
The Cricketers in Clavering near Saffron 
Walden. “That’s where I first got excited 
about food and decided the kitchen was a 
cool place with everyone working together 
to make this lovely stuff.” By the time he 
was in his teens he knew he wanted to cook. 
At 14, he was assisting the pub’s chef turn 
out 100 plus meals on a Sunday night. 

At 16, he won a place at Westminster Catering 
College and recalls from day one, he could 
already chop faster than his lecturers. 

It’s this sort of straightforward enjoyment 
of cooking and good eating and its power to 
make life better that is at the heart of all 


Jamie’s enterprises (at 34, he’s estimated to 
be worth well over £20m). It is especially 
apparent in his campaigning to raise the 
standard of school dinners and bring back 
cooking as a compulsory part of the school 
curriculum. As a result of the questions 
raised by the School Dinners TV series, 

Tony Blair pledged an extra £280m over 
three years, which Oliver acknowledges has 
started to make a difference, slowly. “The 
government has made various commitments, 
which I thank them for. But some of the 
things we were asking when we did school 
dinners have still not been achieved. 
Refitting the crumbling old kitchens to 
provide decent facilities to cook in and 
better training for dinner ladies, for 
example, it’s happening in a few places, but 
there’s still a long way to go.” 

Jamie remains realistic: “I always said it 
would take 10 years and we’re just about 
four years in now, so I think things are 
going pretty well.” He professes to stay in 
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school meals 


touch with all the developments and is 
impressed by what the School Food Trust 
(set up by the Government to move things 
forward and carry on where the programme 
left off) are doing. The evidence 
demonstrates that the numbers of kids 
having school dinners went down initially 
(as at test school Kidbrooke), but as 
predicted they’re going up again now. 

At the core of his straightforward advice 
on how to encourage children to try new 
tastes, is his recommendation that dinner 
ladies ensure kids have a bit of everything 
on their plate and introduce new ingredients 
gradually. “As we saw in Kidbrooke at first 
they all turned their noses up, but gradually 
a few started to try a few bits here and there 
and tell their mates and soon you’ve got half 
the school back in the dining hall. 

According to Jamie, spaghetti Bolognese - 
either meat or veggie - is a sure-fire winner 
among almost all children for school 
dinners. For vegetarians, he also rates 
vegetable jalfrezi and butternut squash 
risotto as simple, nutritious choices and 
insists “I’ve never met a single kid who 
doesn’t like jacket potatoes.” 

Rightly, he’s adamant best results happen 
when head-teachers, catering staff and 
parents all communicate and work together. 
He concedes that from a brief look at school 
dinner provision in independent schools 
when in pre-production for the TV series, 
the meals were generally better, but that was 
what he expected. Jamie points out: “dinner 
ladies can only do so much and they’re a 
great bunch who often don’t get the credit 
they deserve. Parents also need to be 
involved. Let your kids help out with the 
cooking at home, Mums and Dads!” he 
exhorts. He emphasises too how important 
it is to try and sit round a table together as 
a family once a day and talk over a meal. 

And if that is impractical because of parents 
working, as it is in his household, he makes 
sure it happens at weekends. “During the 



week Jools will do the kid’s tea and sit 
with them whilst they eat - good habits 
start young.” 

Jamie and Jools sound endearingly 
old-fashioned and strict despite his 
indubitable blokeish streak. Though he says 
Jools doesn’t let their daughters, Poppy 
Honey and Daisy Boo, have chocolate, they 
often have sweet treats for pudding. “This 
one of those things that people get wrong 
about me. Once in a while a bit of chocolate 
or a take-away pizza isn’t going to do any 
harm at all, but just not every day.” As 
Jamie points out, the real problem leading 
to obesity is that kids are less active. He 
recommends getting children involved in 
growing stuff themselves, “usually the kids 
will be more excited about trying something 
if they’ve watched it grow.” 

In terms of what to teach in school, Jamie 
believes it’s a combination of learning about 
where food comes from and about what 
goes into processed food and how to 
prepare a better, cheaper, more nutritious 
version. “Then most kids are going to take 
that knowledge and use it well. It’s like 
Ministry of Food - those people in 
Rotherham just needed the information 
to get them started, but there was nowhere 
to get that”. 

It’s impressive that Jamie doesn’t talk 
mere waffle. He has thought through the 
specifics, too. He thinks every 14-year-old 


should know how to cook classic British 
meals - like a proper roast chicken dinner - 
the first big thing he learnt when he was 
about 12. He’d add a good stew too and a 
couple of international ideas. “If you can 
make a basic curry, you’re laughing. If you 
can do a straightforward spaghetti 
Bolognese then that leads on to so many 
other pasta dishes. Just getting a few sound 
meals under your belt can start a lifetime’s 
interest in good food.” 

But how does Jamie manage to fit it all 
in? Visionary campaigner with a strong 
social conscience, TV celebrity chef, 
restaurateur and businessman is a lot for 
anyone to have on their plate. Jamie 
explains, “my diary is very well organised 
to allow me to do all the stuff I need to do, 
but I’m not really a restaurant chef. I don’t 
own Fifteen for starters - the Fifteen 
Foundation Charity does. And although 
Gennaro (Contaldo of Passione restaurant 
who often appears on his TV programmes) 
and I came up with all the dishes for 
Jamie’s Italian, I don’t cook there because 
we have a fantastic team in each restaurant. 

What may well make the difference is his 
latest idea Recipease, whose first branch 
opens in Clapham Junction this month. 

It offers the opportunity for customers to 
assemble a delicious meal in 10 minutes to 
take home to cook with all the fiddly 
measuring and stuff done for you, the idea 
is to be far tastier than a ready-meal and 
cheaper than a take-away. And for those 
with more time, there will be the 
opportunity to be taught how to cook fresh 
dishes from scratch professionally (plus there 
will be fresh dishes-to-go for the truly 
time challenged). “Hopefully, people will 
get a real sense of achievement however 
limited their time. Ultimately, it’s all about 
inspiring people to cook and to get excited 
about food.”
